LOSS OF MINERS IN 
ARGONAUT MINE 


Today a state mourns. 

Hope that the entombed miners 
at Jackson might be alive had 
been buoyed up to such an extent 
that when the news broke that 
all the miners were dead, the 
people of California were shock- 
ed, and today a pall of sadness 
hangs over the state. 

Throughout the day yesterday 
telephone calls to The News in- 
quired regarding the work of 
rescuing the miners. In co-opera- 
tion with the Pomona Progress 
of Pomona, The News endeavored 
to give all those who inquired the 
best information that the rescuers 
had broken through into the mine 
and that a rescue party had enter- 
ed. Then came the information 
that it was necessary to timber 





the tunnel before further in- 
vestigation could be made. 
In the afternoon information 


was given out that the timbering 
was complete and that the rescue 
party had entered the mine and 
found ‘conditions on the 4200 foot 
level such that the men could 
have lived, but nowhere could the 
men be found. 

A report, which was evidently 
broadcasted by radio somewhere 
in Northern California during the 
day, was circulated here to the 
effect that 42 of the men had 
been found alive. The News was 
unable to trace this report to a 
reliable source and with the clos- 
ing of the wires for afternoon 
papers it was announced that the 
exploring party was unable to 
find the men. 

At eight o’clock last night bulk- 
heads were discovered on the 4350 
foot level and back of the first 
one the rescuers found foul air. 
Behind the second which had evi- 
dently been constructed hastily 
the nude dead bodies of the forty- 
seven miners were located, they 
having used their clothing to ston 
up the erevices through which 
gasses from the fire were enter- 


ing and lulling them to a last 
sleep. 

Death had not, come through 
starvation but from gas fumes 


and it had come perhaps in the 
earliest moments of the disaster. 

This was established by the con- 
dition of the bodies, which were 
not emaciated, but the position 
would show that the men had lain 
down side by side in order to die 
like brothers. By the condition 
of the second or inner bulkhead, 
which was but partially built, che 
supposition is that they were 
overcome by the fumes the 
midst of their task. 

This bulkhead was loosely put 
up across the tunnel. 

Its timbers had gaping spaces 
between them and it offered abso- 
lutely no protection against gases 
and smoke. Some attempt had 
been made to fill it up with loose 
earth from the bottom of a near- 
by raise, but this again had not 
been carried through to its com- 


in 


pletion. 

It is thought the men were 
overcome while building this 
bulkhead, 


The men had climbed too high 
in the mine. 


This fact had caused their 
death. é Working as is known on 
the 4500, 4600 and 4800 levels. 


they had ascended by ladders in 
the main shaft to the 4350 foot 
level. 

This climb of several hundred 
feet had taken many minutes. 

In the meantime the drift be- 
eame filled with fumes from the 
shaft fire. 

There was no demonstration at 
the shaft head or in the stricken 
town of Jackson when the news 
became known. 

While there was no outer 
demonstration there were none to 
tell what was taking place behind 
the drawn curtains in the homes 
oceupied by the families of the 
victims. 

And while the members of these 
|families had steeled themselves 
for the worst through the long 
hours and days of waiting, never 
theless it is supposed that the 
sad tidings fell with unaliated 
;foree upon their hopeful, f 
ful hearts.

Assails Magistrates 

The veteran attorney assailed the 
county magistrates, declaring it was 
the duty of all magistrates to attend 
unlawful assemblages where virtual 
anarchy and disregard of the law 
wae preached and demand that the 
people disperse and go to their 
homes. Mr. Waters said that no 
judge, neither Judge J. W. Curtis

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The Atlantic ‘Ocean Derby’ 


AN the Mauretania retain her laurels 
as the fastest liner plying between 

American and European ports? It is 

to answer this question, and to deter- 
inine with finality what vessel is entitled to 
wear the Atlantic blue ribbon, that the various 
steamship companies concerned are going to 
hold an ocean speed contest. The palm, it is 
believed, lies between six of the Atlantic grey- 
hounds, whose demonstrated speed entitles 
them to rank as follows: Mauretania, Ma- 
jestic, Berengaria, Aquitania, Olympic and 
Homeric. To prove that she can show her 
heels to all other liners, the Cunard Company 
has announced its intention of cutting down 
the Mauretania’s time to five days flat. At 
present she holds the eastward record to Cher- 
bourg of five days, eight hours and nine 
minutes. The substitution of Plymouth instead 
of Cherbourg as the initial port of call, it is 
believed, will make possible the cut in time 
of five hours. The Majestic, built in Germany 
and intended to wrest from England her 
speed supremacy, ranks so far as the Maure- 
tania’s most formidable opponent. 
voyage during the current season showed an 
average of 24.02 knots, against the Maure- 
tania’s 25.29 knots, and during a recent sprint

Distorted Geographical Adjectives 


RITING in the Indianapolis News, Jacob 
.P. Dunn defends his usage of ‘‘Indian- 

on’’ as a preferable form to ‘‘Indian- 

ian,’’ although he admits that his choice 
of spelling does not oceur in any dictionary. 
Ile properly argues that the injection of the 
‘<1’? ig a Hoosierism—in its broad sense and 
not as restricted to Indiana. It is, as he says, 
« national trait, as evidenced by the common 
attempt to write ‘‘stupendious,’’ ‘‘porten- 
tious,’’ ‘‘Dakotian,’’ ‘‘ Alabamian,”’ “‘Texian’”’ 
and ‘‘Cubian.’’ We might enlarge on this 
tendency. South of the Mason and Dixon line 
they persist in writing and saying “*Caro- 
linian’’ when ‘‘Carolinan,’’ to our notion, is 
as much the better form as ‘‘Dakotan’’ is pre- 
ferable to ‘‘Dakotian.’’ We recall that in the 
early days of the territory of Dakota a news- 
paper was published at Yankton, then the 
territorial capital, called ‘‘The Press and 
Dakotan,’’ ‘a form we always admired. Vir- 
gginia,. of course, merely takes the final ‘‘n’’ 
to form the adjective. Jarolina, as with 
‘Dakota, similarly needs only the consonant to 
denote the adjective. We do not say or write 
‘‘Africian’’? when alluding to a native of 
Africa which, however, would be quite as con- 
sistent as to call a Charleston man a South 
Jarolinian. Yet the southern papers are most 
punctilious in their references to visitors from 
either of the two Carolinas as Carolinians. 
Why? Not from a sense of euphony, surely. 
It is euphony, of course, which impels us to 
say ‘‘Bostonian,’’ but, inversely, we speak of 
a Chicagoan. How grotesque ‘‘Chicagoian’’ 
would appear in print. It is ‘‘Iowan,’’ not 
‘“‘Towian;’’ ‘‘Nebraskan’’ and, sequentially, 
‘‘Californian’’ since the adjective is formed 
naturally, as in Virginia. Simplicity and 
brevity should prevail. Adding the’ super- 
fluous ‘‘i’’ in nearly every instance is a gauch- 
erie, as well as a distortion of the derivative 
term.

known to the Chinese for centuries. 
In China preserved eggs which” may 
be kept indefinitely are common. 

Harry M. Lammon, in a recent bul- 
letin of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, gives some hints to poultry 
raisers and tells how eggs may be 
preserved for home use. 

“During the spring and early sum- 
mer,” he says, “when eggs are abun- 
dant and reasonable in price, atten- 
tion should be given to preserving 
them for winter use. Fresh eggs 
properly preserved, may be kept from 
eight to twelve months in excellent 
condition and used with good results. 
Eggs iaid in April, May and early 
June have been found to keep better 
than those laid later in the season. 
If satisfactory results are to be ob-

Use one quart 


nine quarts of water, place it in the 


A SERIOUS PEST 


4 By Arthur D. Borden 


Among the more important inseet 
pests occurring on citrus in South- 
ern California are two species of 
mealy bug. The economical import- 
ance of this pest is readily realized 
by most fruit growers and packing 
house managers. The insects mass 
om the fruit, foliage and twigs of 
practically all varieties of citrus 
though on the lemon, grape fruit, 
navel and Valencia orénge its de 
velopment is most rapid. It also 
occurs On a number of ornamental 
trees about the home and in gar- 
dens. 

The damage to citrus by mealy 
bugs consists not only in the weak- 
ening effect on the trees attacked, 
which may even result in heavy de- 
foliation, but also in lowering of the 
grade of fruit and influencing’ drop- 
ping of immature fruit. In the 
honey dew secreted by this insect 
grows a black fungus commonly 
called “smut,” which not only re- 
tards the normal growth of the tree, 
but ‘Yfecessitates washing the fruit 
before packing. It is a common oc- 
currence to find a drop of from 30 
per cent to 50 per cent in the per- 
centage of fancy fruit from groves 
infested with mealy bug. 

The common or citrus mealy bug, 
which has been a pest in San Diego, 
Orange, Ventura and Los Angeles 
counties for many years, is now 
commercially controlled by biological 
methods so completely that no 
alarm is occasioned by its appear- 
ance. Where formerly expensive 
and inadequate means of control by 
spraying and fumigating were em- 
ployed, today an inexpensive system 
of ant eradication and liberation of 
predatory insects completely con-

The 
bands witht their masses of mealy- 
bug eggs are removed and destroy- 
ed by bruning or dipping in dis- 
tillate. The main limbs and trunks 
of the trees are then sprayed with 
a soap-distillate emulsion to destroy 
the insects not under the bands, 
and new bands are replaced. The 
liberation of suitable predatory in- 
sects completes the control. Ex- 
cellent results have been ohtained 
by this method over the™ entire 


(amounting to over 650 acres} and 
in many other localities. 

The complete control method may 
be summed up as follows: 

(1) Ant control either in the 
spring or fall. 

(2) Banding of the tree trunks in 
the early spring. 

(3) Treating of trunk bands be- 
fore spraying. 

(4) Spraying of trunk and main 
limbs in May or June. 

(5) Liberation of natural enemies.

Steps necessary to restore satis- 


factory production in the citrus 
sroves of San Bernardino County 
were. discussed by W. R. Schoon- 
over, extension specialist of the Uni- 
versity of California, who stopped 
at the Farm Bureau offices in San 
Bernardino yesterday, following the 
inspection of test plots which are 
being maintained by the Extension 
Department at Upland and _ Alta 
Loma. 

“I am firmly convinced,” said Mr. 
Schoonover, “that the greatest needs 
of the majority of groves in this 
county are a judicious postponement 
of pruhing in frosted groves and the 
building up of a high humus con- 
tent to run-down soils.” 

Reviewing his observations in the 
test ‘plots at Upland and Alta Loma, 
which have been visited monthly 
since their start last spring, Mr. 
Schoonover said: “The trees where 
no fumigation was done following the 
frost show the best growth, the best 
color and the best crops. Trees 
pruned in. May are noticeable for 
lack of color and the new ‘growth 
is of a small and sickly variety. 
Trees pruned during the winter and 
in March are in worse condition 
than those treated in May. In many 
cases they have been set back sev- 
eral years. 

“The health of the tree seems te 
vary in inverse ratio to the amount 
of pruning done. In cases where a 
little pruning was done late in the 
spring, after the trees were fully 
leaved, and when this pruning was 
limited to the cutting away of dead 
wood, a minimum of harm seems to 
have been done. 

Heal Own Hurts 

“The old theory that the frosted 
tree needs a heavy pruning must be 
discarded in its entirety. The very 
opposite condition has held true in 
our test -plots. Trees cut back to 
the trunks have been all but killed, 
while those left’to heal their own 
hurts have showed remarkable re- 
covery. ' 

“We are not advising any cutting 
back of trees now. Poor limbs may 
well be left until early next spring, 
Trees pruned now or Jater would 
undoubtedly show marked new 
growth, but, in case another cold 
spell comes next winter, this tender 
growth would be easily killed and 
the tree left in a condition much 
worse than its present one. 

“When the frost danger is past 
again, then proper pruning will be 
exceedingly beneficial to many 
g£roves. Following a freeze, how 
ever, IT believe we have established 
a universal rule which will prohibit 
pruning. 

Needs All Branches 

“Another comparison -from the test 
plots shows that the first growth 
following the frost was of a sickly 
character. Both leaves and limbs 
were under-proportioned, (The tree, 
hurt by cold, needed every avail- 
able branch on which to put forth 
leaves in its fight for life. Some of 
these branches were injured so as 
to be commercially unprofitable, but 
they served to bear leaves this sum- 
mer, and that was their chief mis- 
sion. The pruned tree, deprived of 
these branches, was so weakened 
that its new growth*was retarded. 








“Later new growth is strong and 
healthy. The county over, condi- 
tions are much better than was fear- 
ed last spring. Late bloom, an, un- 
favorable spring, followed by a heat 
wave when the fruit was not suf- 
ficiently advanced, have brought a 
crop estimated at something better 
than 50 per cent. The condition of 
tree recovery is not largely reflect- 
ed in this crop, whose size is the 
result of these other climatic con- 
ditions, in the most part.”

SANTA FE TO BUIL 
NEW STORE YAR 


Construction of a $75,000 scrap- 
iron and rail store yard—the third 
big project of the 1922 building pro- 
gram—on the 14-acre site formerly 
occupied by the General Hospital 


west of Mt. Vernon Avenue, was an- 
nounced by General Storekeeper K. 
R. Stewart of the Santa Fe Coast 
Lines. 

President W. B. Storey, of the 
Santa Fe, has authorized the expend- 
iture for the improvement, which will 
mean the storing of practically all 
track material on the Coast. Lines 
in San Bernardino, Mr. Stewart said. 
The enlargement of the store de- 
partment will simultaneously bring an 
increase in the number of railroad 
workers employed by the Santa Fe 
in the city. 

Included in the equipment for the 
project is a huge lifting crane with 
an electric magnet, already purchas- 
ed for the store department. Con- 
struction of the racks and appurten- 
ances for the rail yard will begin 
within a few weeks. During 1923 
the yard will be further enlarged at 
an’ approximate cost of $25,000, the 
storekeeper announced. 

The site for the project was pur- 
chased by the railway from the 
county when the old General Hos- 
pital was moved to its present lo- 
cation northeast of the city. Prac- 
tically all of the 14 acres will be 
utilized, giving San Bernardino the 
largest store department on _ the 
Santa Fe lines west of Topeka. 

Last year a lumber yard with a 
capacity of millions of feet of timber 
was opened on Fourth Street, west 
of Mt. Vernon Avenue. Trackage 
connecting the rail yard with other 
departments of the mechanical and 
store facilities will be constructed. 

When the new yard is completed, 
thousands of feet of steel rails for 
use on the Coast Lines, comprising 
all tracks between Albuquerque, N. 
M., and Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, will be transferred to San 
Bernardino. During the present year, 
the Santa Fe has authorized the con- 
struction of projects costing nearly 
$600,000. The new blacksmith shops, 
in 1921’s program but completed a 
few months ago, are now occupied. 
A machine shop extension, doubling 
the floor space of this department, 
and a new power plant, costing $500,- 
900, are now under construction.

‘is a bold wall with an almost per- 
pendicular front of about 3,000 feet, 
whieh is crowned by sharp turrets, 
having a tendency to lean out over 
the eastern gulf. These are prop- 
erly the crésts of great rib-like but- 
tresses, which jut from the general 
surface of the granite front. 

‘Mount Whitney itself springs up 
and out like the sharp prow of an 
ocean steamer, southward along the 
summit is a region of confused 
rough-hewn obelisks and towers, all 
Yemarkable for the deep shattering 
to which the rock has ‘been subjected. 
It is a region which may even yet 
suffer considerable perceptible 
change, since a Single winter’s frost 
and snow must edislodge numberless 
blocks from’ the crests and flanks 
of the whole group.

feet; Mt. Langley, 14,042 feet; Mt. 
Barnard, 14,003 feet, and Mt. Tyn- 
dall, 14,025 feet.

The highway commission 
has agreed to make substantial improve- 
ments on the Needles-Barstow road, begin- 
ning this winter, The survey will be 
made as soon as the weather cools. 

Makes Good Time

new highway in one hour and 15 minutes,” 


said C. M, Moon of the Victor Valley 
News-Herald, last night as he came to 
The Sun office in search of a copy of 
the 9:00 o'clock extra telling of the 
finding of the bodies of the Argonaut 
miners, He was accompanied by L. Y. 


Robinson, of the Victor cement plant, and

“The highway is not entirely complete, 
although open to travel,” he continued, 
“They are smoothing up the shoulders and 
doing other small jobs by way of finish- 
ing. the contract, but it is a delightful 
night’s drive.

PLAN TO CUT 
CORN ACREAGE 


Agreement Made by Farmers to | 


Reduce Supply Because of 
Low Prices. 


LAST YEAR’S CROP IS UNSOLD 


One Nebraska Farmer Shipped Car- 
load of Corn to Montana, Paid 
Freight Bill of $416.58 and 
Collected $416.52. 

The proposal to curtail corn acreage 
in the West in 1922 is likely to affect 
the price of food before the end of 
the year. The entire country 
heavily interested because if success- 
ful, it means an increase in the cost 
of corn and meat, with a resultant and 
sympathetic increase in the price of 
wheat and bread. Nebraska is not the 
only state in which the movement is 
gaining ground. lowa, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Illinois, South Dakota and all 
the states of the great “Bread Basket” 
are moving in the same direction. 
Signs are plentiful throughout the 
Middle West that far less corn than 
usual will be planted unless there is 
an immediate and considerable in- 

crease in the price of that cereal. 

Most farmers recognize that the 
price of corn is not due to any com- 
bination of capital or a “conspiracy,” 
but is governed solely because of the 
law of supply and demand and. they 
are preparing to cut the supply. 

Farmer Is Stung. 

Nebraska farmers are getting about 
17 cents for their corn. Farmers in 
states closer to markets are getting 
a cent or two,more. Two weeks ago a 
farmer near Broken Bow. Neb., 
shipped a carload of corn to Billings, 
Mont. The freight was $416.58. The 
selling price in Billings was $416.52. 
The farmer paid the difference, six 
cents. He had provided the land and 
seed, planted and worked the corn, 
gathered and shucked it, hauled it to 
the railroad station and then paid out 
six cents for all his trouble. 

All over the corn belt the farmers 
are having similar experiences. 

The executive committee of the IIli- 
nois Agricultural association has 
recommended to the Illinois farmers 
that they cut the acreage they will 
plant in corn for 1922, Illinois is the 
second largest corn producing state in 
the country. 

A special committee from the state 
farm bureau federations of Iowa, Indi- 
ana, Kansas and Missouri has ad- 
vised similar action. Iowa is the 
heaviest corn producing state in Amer- 
ica. Missouri, also, is close to the top. 
Indiana is not far away. The Kansas 
corn crop is second only to the Kansas 
wheat crop. 

‘Thousands of farmers in the corn 
belt states still have on hand the corn 
they raised in 1921. They have re- 
fused to sell at the low prices. Recent 
action of the War Finance corporation 
{s permitting them to hold on to the 
corn already in their bins. These 
farmers, in thousands of cases, are 
preparing not to produce crops In 1922, 
but to hold their present grain for the 
increase in price which must inevitably 
follow if the production is cut. 

Will Reduce Acreage. 

One big land company has 
acres of land at Herman, Neb. Or- 
dinarily, this company plants 2,000 
acres to corn every year. Here is 
what one of the owners of the com-

pany, as well as owner of the Omaha 


Bee and one of the most prominent 
business men in this state has to say: 

“There is no doubt that if corn is 
not up to the cost of production in the 
coming year, in a systematic or an in- 
dividual way farmers will decide not 
to plant it. On our 5,000-acre farm, 
not an acre of corn will be planted un- 
less the price goes up to meet the cost 
of raising a crop. We have notified 
the manager to summer fallow the 
2,000 acres of corn lund if prices are 
not up to cost. It is better that the 
land should rest than that it be worn 
out growing a crap that does not pay 
out. 

“The surest way to prevent the 
price of corn from being unduly de- 
pressed, is to reduce the acreage. If 
the farmers can get more by not farm- 
ing than they can get by farming, the 
choce is easy.” 

The Illinois Agricultural association 
has issued a statement to the effect 
that by cutting production farmers 
will be doing only what manufacturers 
in all other lines do—shaping the 
supply to meet the demand. That is 
the answer Middle Western farmers 
are preparing to give ta the question 
as to what is to be done to save agri- 
culture.
